His last official position in Yugoslavia was that of Assistant Minister 
of Finance for Serbia.** 
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The first proletarian brigade of the Cominfomists is stationed at 
(Gorna) Dzhumaya* Twenty officers, reportedly trained in Russia, have 
been assigned to this brigade, which is headed by a certain Major RZAK* 

Following conpletion of their training in the Soviet Union in January 
(presumably 1950), the officers were assigned to units of Yugoslav 
Cominfomists*
